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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant states in a telephone discussion held on 07/25/08, Examiner indicated the currently pending claims would be allowable. 
Examiner believes Applicant has confused an interview held on a related case, 10/882,828 on 07/01/08 with this application. No interview 
was conducted on 07/25/08 on this application and no indication of allowability was made in this case or the related case in the interview 
held on 7/01/08. 

Applicant argues, with respect to claims 1 , 20, and 26, Muhlestein does not mention a pipeline or its equivalent as required by the claims. 
Examiner disagrees. 

Applicant argues the claimed pipeline is different from Muhlestein's "command line including a set of commands" as relied upon by the 
Examiner. Examiner believes Muhlestein's command line including a set of commands reads on the claimed "pipeline". Muhlestein 
teaches a command line in which a set of commands for a WMI command line utility is entered on the command line. See page 2, 
paragraph [0012] where Muhlestein states "a set of commands for the WMI command line utility is configured by an underlying object model 
command schema that defines a mapping between the commands and the WMI schema". 

Applicant argues the dependent claims are allowable by virtue of their dependency upon an independent claim. The rejections of the 
dependent claims have been maintained in light of the remarks with respect to the independent claims above. 

In view of the comments above, the rejections are maintained.. 
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
